© 'H AT John Praed the Plaintiff, reſiding as a Fator at Zar?, did in the Year 1680, receive a Commſſich from the Defendant War and Daniel 
Gates, Deceas'd, to buy up as much of the Morea Currans, as the Ship ( called the 0/4 African )' could carry : And at the ſame -time the faid 


; Warr .and Gates, Order'd the Plaintiff ro draw Bills for the ſaid Currans on Wi/tams and Avſelme, their then Correſpond

- teſted on the Plaintiff, ro the Ruin of his Credit, Reputation and Eſtate. : ET I 
[That the Defendants Warr and Gates having ſo ruin'd the Fortune of the Plaintiff, and receiv'd the aforeſaid Curran 
Jaid by the ata none Warr, and his Confederates, to take away the Plaintiff s life alſo. And firſt, by means of one Fr 
.ner's Book and Caſh-keeper ) who ſome time before had been a Seryant to the Defendant Warr in the ſame Houſe where the Plainrift liv' 
foreſaid. But Taverner failing in that his Attempr, he hircd five Ruffians of Zaxt to Stabb or Shoot the Plaintiff as he walk'd, oral Hd, 
-ing often diverted in cheir bloody deſign (by ſome providential intervening Accidents) two of them repented of the ſaid Deſign, and diſcover'd the fame, firſt 
_ the Engliſt no prop ( _ _—_— 's 097" ) and mart gn to the Plaintiff himfelf, for which diſcovery thoſe rwo Relenting-Rufflans were ſhot dead as 
they endeayour'd to make their Elcape from Zant to the Morea in a little Boat; And ſoon after the Vice-Conſul was W | 
ving diſcoyer'd thoſe Matters to lome of the Fng/iſþ Nation. TO AE FC IE 
That upon this Diſcovery the ſaid Zaverner ran away with the Plaintift's and Partner's Books, Papers, Goods and Money, to the val 
lars; and he hath been almoſt ever ſince proteRted by rhe Yenerian Government of that place, and the Engliſh Conſul and Factory re” ond m_—_ 
Combination that hath bcen for a long time among them againſt the Intereſt of the Eng/iſh Merchants and Nation. s 


That the Government aforeſaid, made new Edicts to divert the Plaintiff, and his Partner, from following and doing their lawful Buſineſs. And © upon cl 
falſcſt Pretenſions ) a Petition was preferr'd for the Baniſhmenc_ both of the Plaiaritt, and his Þ tat; =o _— 


ns in E»g/and'unpaid for, A-deſign was 
ancis Taverner ( thePlaintiff*s and Part-

rhePtatnrift*s Life, the Plaintiff, in the Year 168z, was forc'd to leave his Houle at Zaxt,and to return ro Erg/and, for that his Partner had been ſome 
time before Wounded, aad loſt thres of his Fingers, &c. for diſcoyering the Combination aforeſaid, which the Plaintiff and Partner . refus'd ro Comply 
wich, againſt the Intercſt and Honour of their own Country. 

' That by theſe Means the Plaintift and Partner have been reduc'd to great Hardſhips, and very mean Circumſtances ; And the Plaintift for want of his 
Papers, and other Evidences, was utterly diſabled to Sue for, and Recover his Right here, until ſome Differences hapned between the ſaid Warr and 
Gates about ſharing the Currans aforcfaid, which occaſion'd a Suite to be commenced by Warr in his Majeſty's Court of Exchequer againd the ſaid Gates, 
and by the Pleadings in that Cauſe it appear'd, that the Currans fo ſhip'd by the Plaintiff were receiv'd by Warr and Gates, but never paid for by either. 

That rhereupon the Plaintiff in 7riviry Term 1690, Exhibited his Bill in Chancery againſt the ſaid Warr, and the Widow and Adminiſtratrix of the ſaid 
Gates ; and the Matters aforeſaid being fully prov'd in the Cauſe, the Plainrift in 169z Obrain'd a Decree, with Coſt, which ( upon Warrs Appeal ) 
was in 1692. Affirm'd by the Houſe of Lords, Nemine Contradicente. And the Lords declar'd it to be the moſt Barbarous Cale that eyer came before 
them. 

That the Defendant arr ſtood in Contempt of the Court of Chancery for Non-payment of the ſaid Coſt, and ſheltred himſelf in the 2{jzt, from whence 
the Plaintift found Means to take him, with intent to make him his priſoner in the Fez. 

That thereupon Mr. 7/ly, the real Warden of the Fleet, compounded with the faid Warr for his Liberty, and took Security for his Forth-coming, 
Alihough the Lord Chancellor made ſeveral Orders for the ſaid Warr's cloſe Confinement within the Walls of the Priſon ; and had alſo Ordered,that Warr,the 
Defendant, ſhould be Confined, until farther Order. | 

That the Maſter in Chancery having Reported due to the Plaintift 6404 /. 9 s. 7 d. and the Lord Chancellor confirmed the Maſter's Report. The Plain- 
tift applied himſelf to the Warden of the Fleet, upon the Orders aforelaid, to have the ſaid Defendant Confined till he had Satisfied che ſaid Debr. But 
Mr. Ford, the preſent Nominal Warden, then pretended, and infiſted, that he was nor -bound by any of the aforeſaid Orders ; Alledging, that Warr was 
never Turned over to him by the former Warden, but was Removed by Habeas Corpus to the King's Bench, and was Diſcharged of the Fleet ; and yet the 
Marſhal of the Xing's Bench diſowns, at the ſame time, that ever HW arr was Turncd over to him, or that he ſtood Charged with any ſuch Priſoner, by his 
Books. 

That the Warden of the Fleet hearing that the Plaintiff was cndeavouring to repreſent |his Grievances to this Honourable Houfe, lately ſent No- 
gcc to the Plaintiff, that he had re-raken Warr into his Cuſtody : And thcreupon, the Plaintift delivered the Original Order for the Defendant's Confine- 
ment until farther Order to Mr. Dancomb, the Warden's Officer. ( who then owned to have the faid Warr in his Cuſtody.) And although Duxcomb keeps the 
Order, yet nevertheleſs, the ſaid Warr is again ſet at Liberty, upon Security given to the Nominal Warden of the Flect ; which Securicy the ſaid Duncomb 
produced, in the Preſence of the Plaintiff's Council, and others. 

Thar the Plaintiff proſecuted the ſaid Warr to a Sequeſtration, for Non-pay ment of what was Decreed, and is fo juſtly due as aforeſaid : But the ſaid 
Farr, though he is well known to be poſſeſſed of a Conſiderable Perſonal t(tatc, and Trades therewith in other Men's Names, and has alſo a great Eſtate 
in Land; yer he has ſo conceal'd his Etffefts, and fraudulently Convey'a away his Lands, that the Commiſſioners in the Sequeſtration cannor yet Diſcover 
or Scqueſter any part thereof; ſo that the Plaintiff, by the Conrrivances of tl.- ſaid arr, and Irregular PraQtices of the Warden of the Fleet, and his Of- 
ficers, cannot obtain any Fruit or Benefit of the Decree and Procels in th;2 Courc cf Chancery, to recover his faid Debt. 

Thar al:hough the Plaintiff had the Affirmation of his Decrec from the Hou:e of Lords; in the Year 1692. yet the Defendant takingrExceptions, hath 
delayed the Scqueſtration to this time. | 

Thar the Plaintiff being thus Aggrieved, was the firſt Pe:ſon who Pcritioned this Honourable Houſe, againſt Mr. 7:1y, the Real Warden of the 7ee?- 
Priſon ; and thereupon, the Members of this Honourable Houſe were pleaſed to find out Ways and Means, for Breaking the int, and che Fryars, and 
orher ſuch Privileged Places. 


That the lamtift's Caſe being of this 12ire, he is neceſſitated to apply himſelf ro this Honourable Houſe ; and it is humbly hoped, that they will be 
pleaſed to rake the ſame into their Ten... Upſilerarion, 
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
